Cosmopolitan lifes at Marseilles, 
greatest Mediterranean seaport and 
one of the most ‘picturesque and ex- 
citing places in the world, is «/eserib- 
ed by Leon Pav-y in “The Manchester 
Gpardian.” He writes: 

“In those estreete, not very wide, 
which meet in the center cf Mar- 
sellles there gathers day by day the 
most wonderful crowd in the ‘world. 
8o endless and so mixed ie it that, as 
it well underetande, its chief interest 
and curiosity is in watching itself. 
Tt ls not @ docks crowd, it ia not a 
city crowd, it is aot even a French 
crowd, 
allthree, It ig amazingly cosmopoli- 
tan and wildly international, It is 
the most tremendous free show in 
Europe, and it is a ehow that has no 
dull moments.- You may leave it 
from surfeit, but never from ennui. 

A World Avenue. 

“A mixed crowd may be expected 
in all ports, but in Marseilles it is 
mixed with a difference and an in- 
tensification. Marseilles is not mere- 
ly a port; it ie the chief avenue by 
which the Old World trades with the 
New, and the variety of foreigners 
crowding the glittering streets are the 
#uccessors of the Phoenicians whose 
tuts on the hillsides around date 
from the dawn of known history. The 
Greek, Spanish, and Italian merchants 
and their employees, the easy-moving

Usually we think the summit 
Ine of the Rockies as being the 
houndary between Alberta and 
British Columbia; as it is from the 
international boundary to the 
rorth line of township 58. At. 
that point the boundary leaves 
the Rockies—which lie North 
Westerly—and follows the 120th 
neridian dune north to the 60th 
parallet, the northern boundary of 
all the four western provinces. 

An immense area of British Col- 
umbia lies east of the Rockies, In 
every sense,—except as a matter 
of provincial organization and 
jurisdiction—it is a part of Al- 
berta. The -movement of people 
and trade is entirely from and to 
Alberta with Edmonton city as 
the base of operations and supply. 

From Hudson’s Hope, where 
the Peace leaves the foothills of 

the Rockies to the Alberta 
boundary is about 80 miles. The 
country on either bank of the river 
in British Columbia does not dif- 
fer from that lying further east 
in Alberta, There are settlements 
at several points along the north 
bank of the river and gouth of the 
river, but at some distance back 
lies the Pouce Coupe prairie, one 
of the very best of the prairies of 
the Peace. West of Pouce Coupe 
there are smaller prairie areas on 
the Cut Bank, the Pine and the 
Moberly rivers which invite set- 
tlers and demand development. 

While British Columbia is re- 
sponsible for the support of law 
and order in this area, and for the 
maintenance of roads and schools, 
and while Alberta is interested in 
the increase of settlement and de- 
velopment of trade, the Dominion 
owas and administers the land and 
timber resources. With three goy- 
ernmenta responsible for its well 
being the Peace River Block—as 
the area on both banks of the 
Peace from the Alberta boundary 
to Hudson’s Hope is called— 
should be well looked after. But 
it is to be feared that rather it has 
fallen between the three stools. 
The concern of each has been to 
‘pass the buck’’ to the other, 
rather than see that needful duty 
was done.

The Wheat Board. 


The Vegreville Observer does 


not know whether the Wheat 
|Board robbed the farmers of the 
West of 50 million dollars on their 
last year’s wheat crop or not, but 
it knows that The Bulletin was the 
cause of the farmers selling their 
participation certificates for 50 
when they afterwards became 
worth 40c, The Observer does it- 
self too little credit and gives The 
Bulletin too much. Unless the Ob- 
server is singularly ill informed 
it knows that the wheat board was 
installed and the price of wheat 
fixed against a rising market. That 
the price fixed was below what 
the wheat was worth then and was 
fixed because there was every as- 
surance that the wheat would go 
higher. The Observer knows that 
wheat did go higher—much higher. 
That it stayed higher than the 
price fixed by the wheat board 
plus the participation certificates 
until this year’s crop began to 
come on the world’s markets. 
|The pretence that it does not 
know these things is merely 
the Observer’s excuse -for not 
keeping its readers informed 
on a matter to which they natur- 
ally looked to its columns for in- 
|formation; on which they had.a 
right to be informed. 

The Observer equally must ‘be 
aware that so long as it seemed 
likely that the price of wheat 
would continue to rise the govern- 
ment took every means to continue 
the authority of the wheat board. 
And that as soon as the open mar- 
ket in Chicago showed that wheat 
was falling, not rising, the author- 
ity of the wheat board was sus- 
pended not abrogated—merely sus- 
pended; so that in case the price 
again tended to rise the board 
would be available to keep it down.

ing the board altogether—and at 
great expense to themselves—in 
the marketing of their wheat. 


Clearly with the farmer selling 
at $2.15 and the miller buying at 
$2.30 there was no possibility of 
the participation certificates hav- 
ing any value, for the cost of the 
wheat board’s operations had to 
come out of the difference. The 
price of $2.15 was so far below the 
actual value of the wheat that in 
December after the bulk of the 
crop had passed out of the farm- 
ers’ hands, and after participation 
certificates had been bought up by 
speculators at nominal figures, the 
price to millers was increased to 
$2.80. This is an increase of 50 
cents a bushel over the price to 
millers during the first four 
months. This increase permitted a 
margin sufficient to give value to 
the participation certificates. 
Without that increase they could 
have had no value. Ag it is, the in- 
crease of 50 cents to the consumer 
only shows as 40 cents on the par-| 
ticipation certificate. Four months 
later the price to millers was in- 
creased to $3.10. That is the price 
on which the cost of flour to the 
consumer has been fixed during 
the past four months, The differ- 
ence to the consumer between the 
price up to last December and the 
price now is 80 cents a bushel, just 
two cents from the consumer for 
each cent that the producer re- 
ceives in his participation cer- 
tificate. 

It is a fact that cash to the 
amount of 30 cents a bushel can 
now be had on participation cer- 
tificates, with the promise of an- 
other ten cents some time in the 
futire. The man who gold at a low- 
er price is at the loss of the differ- 
ence. The Observer wants its 
readers to hold The Bulletin re- 
sponsible for that loss. It is a 
fact that until the price of wheat! 
to millers and consumers was in- 
creased 50 cents a bushel in Decem- 
ber last they were worth nothing. 
What they are worth today is 
what has been ¢aken out of the 
Canadian consumer—during July, 
from 20 to 30 cents a bushel above 
the market price. The wheat board 
could have effectively protected 
the farmer who held participation 
certificates from speculators at 
any time, if it had told him what 
they were worth or were likely to 
be worth. Instead of doing so they 
took the course that favored the 
speculator in the highest degree. 
The bulk of the crop was market- 
ed before the middle of Decem- 
ber, 1919. The farmers of the West 
had to face the most severe and 
longest winter in the history of the 
country. The crop was short and 
they needed money as_ never be- 
fore. In March and April the need 
of cash became more and more in- 
tense; to purchase feed for starv- 
ing cattle and for work horses 
with which to put in the crop. By 
the end of April the wheat board 
had had control for eight months. 
The bulk of the crop had been in 
their hands for four months, And | 
yet at that time of dire need of the | 
farmers and the country there was | 
never a whisper from the wheat 


on account of participation certi- 
ficates or to indicate what they 


might be worth so that they might 
at least be used as collateral in 
raising money so urgently needed. 
By that time the board must have | 
known approximately what could 
be paid on them. That was the 
time when the farmer had to have4 
money, That was the time when | 
participation certificates were sac- 
rificed to hard neeessity—and the 
speculator. Did the knowledge 
held by the wheat board reach any 
of their speculative friends in time 
to permit these friends to turn the 
utter slress of the farmers’ case 


into a handsome ‘‘sure_ thing’’ 
profit? If not why was the infor- 
mation that was so valuable with- 
held then, to be announced a few 
wecks later, wher seeding was 
over and the urgent need had 
passed?
